Appropriate  Inscription 

Motto  Links  Learning,  Religion 

Manj'  college  students,  faculty  members,  and  laymen 
have  walked  into  the  Administration  Building  since  the 
year  MDCCCCVJI  and  have  read  the  familiar  words, 
“and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free.” 

Of  those  who  have  rend  this  quotation  a  great  number 
of  times,  few  know  the  exact  source  of  these  seven  inspir¬ 
ational  words. 

Making  a  19-yeai  search  for  the  sources  of  the 
words,  this  writer  recently  has  conducted  an  informal 
survey  of  some  twenty  people,  seventeen  of  which 
were  students,  to  discover  whether  or  not  they  knew 
the  source  of  the  quotation.  The  eldest  person  asked 
came  the  nearest  to  the  answer  with  “Luke?”;  while 
the  youngest  person  questioned  didn’t  even  know 
that  it  was  a  biblical  quotation. 

But  tho  chief  concern  of  this  .article  isn’t  that  a  per¬ 
son  knows  the  exact  source  of  this  motto,  but  that  he  di¬ 
scovers  what  “the  truth”  is  and  from  what  one  is  freed 
when  one  knows  “the  truth.” 

God’s  word  says,  “Search  ye  the  scriptures,’’  and 
again  in  I  John  4:  1  “try  the  spirits.”  God  gave  us  an  in¬ 
quiring  mind.  He  wants  us  to  use  it  and  then  give  Him  the 
praise  and  glory  when  He  reveals  an  understanding  to  ns. 
Where,  then,  does  this  scripture  connect  with  edu¬ 
cation?  We  learn  that  we  must  educate  the  whole 
child.  Kenneth  Irving  Brown’s  new  book  reminds  us 
by  its  title.  “Not  Minds  Alone,”  that  until  the  Ameri¬ 
can  educational  system  stresses  the  spiritual  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  individual,  it  will  never  reach  its  own 
high  goals. 

“Education  and  religion  are  not  in  partnership — they 
are  in  opposite  sides  of  the  same  design,”  is  a  further 
conclusion  from  this  book. 

Just  as  Mr.  Brown’s  book  is  one  man’s  vote  for  more 
emphasis  upon  the  spiritual  nature  of  man  in  our  public 
schools,  this  is  one  woman’s  vote  for  more  witnessing  of 
the  spirit  of  truth  in  our  public  schools  in  every  day  life. 
“Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the 'truth  shall  make
